MOVE TOWARDS PEACE 
IN E.S.B. STRIKE

A MOVE to bring about a confer- 

ence, in the hope of finding 
a basis for settlement of the Elee- 
tricity Supply Board employés’ 
strike was made yesterday. 

Arrangements have been made by 
the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce for a conference at 11 a.m. to- 
day between representatives of the 
Dublin Trades Union Council and 
the Board. 

Yesterday was the third day of the 
strike, which involves 430 employés 
of the E.S.B. attached to the opera- 
tions and installations departments. 
The men have ceased work in protest 
against the principle that electricians 
should be required to drive motor 
cars in the normal course of their 
duties. 

In the centre of the city, the area from 
which the workers have been withdrawn, 
the most serious effects of the strike to 
date were experienced last night, when, 
owing to the absence of the necessary 
carbon replacements, many of the powerful 
public arc lamps were extinguished. The 
bulb-type lamps continued to provide 
illumination wherever they had not been 
affected by the harsh weather, burned out, 
or by other influences. The curtailment in 
public lighting was sufficient, however, to 
be noticeable, and caused some incon- 
venience to traffic. 


CALL TO THE PUBLIC 


A call to the public ot lend assistance in 
this regard was sounded by the Acting City 
Manager yesterday afternoon, after he had 
interviewed a deputation representing the 
strikers, and learned of the inevitabihty, 
in the event of a continuance of the strike, 
of the failure of the principal central city 
lighting system. TheActing City Manager 
states :— i 

“ The public lighting of the principal 
streets in Dublin is effeeted by means of 
electric arc lamps. These lamps require 
the frequent and constant attention of a 
staff skilled in the knowledge of adjusting 
and re-carbonning them. This staff con- 
sists of men known as are lamp trimmers. 
Owing to the present dispute between the 
Electricity Supply Board and its employés 
the services of these trimmers are not now 
available, with the result that the arc 
lighting can no longer be efficiently main- 
tained. Consequently, if the dispute con- 
tinues, those streets which are illuminated 
in the manner indicated will cease to be 
lit at all. The Electric%y Supply Board 
are unable to assist the Corporation in 
the matter, and an effort to secure that 
the services of the arc lamp trimmers be 
made available temporarily under Corpora- 
tion supervision has failed. Shopkeepers 
and others in such streets can assist the 
Corporation and the public in this 
difficulty by keeping their premises lighted 
to the greatest extent, and for as long a 
period as possible each night during the 
continuance of the present conditions. 

“ Persons are also warned not to in- 
terfere with lamps which may be knocked 
down through accident by collision, etc., 
as it sometimes happens these lamps 
become ‘ live,” with consequent danger to 
life.’’

The bill will next come before the 
Senate. It had been hoped that it 
would pass both Houses to-day, so 
that the loan could have been issued 
to-morrow. 

There weie two new developments to-day 
in connection with this urgency legisla- 
tion. It was officially stated that :— 

(1) The Government proposed that 
the loan should not exceed the expen- 
diture for national defence earmarked 
in the 1937 Budget-—13.000,000,000 
francs, or just under £130,000,000— 
and that it should be in several instal- 
ments. 

(2) The Government also intended 
to indemnify those who had handed 
over gold to the Bank of France at the 
old price. After devaluation holders 
of Fá were given first 60 per cent.,

later 90 per cent., of the current. 


price. 

Although the terms and duration of the 
loan are undefined, and will not be dis- 
closed until the last moment, it is thought 
here that the interest rate will not be less 
than 4 per cent., and the duration not less 
than ten years.

D EALINGe to-day at the Milford 
Court, County Donegal, with a 
case stated in Irish, which had been 
returned to the District Court with 
the High Court opinion given on it, 
District Justice. Walsh said that the 
present position in regard to cases 
stated in Irish was very unsatisfac- 
tory. | 
In all cases which he had sent to the 
High Court some unknown official had 
translated them and handed them in 
English to the High Court for decision. 
Cases of this sort usually. involved very 
technical language, and it was important 
that every phrase should be accurately 
translated. 


RIDICULOUS POSITION 


“Sometimes, when I see the way in 
which my cases are reported in official 
reports,” continued the Justice, “I am 
very much dissatisfied with the English 
phrases chosen for the original Irish 
words. I think the position is ridiculous. 
At this hour of the day cases should either 
be submitted to the High Court in the 
national language in which they are 
drafted, or, if they are to be translated, 
should be sent back to me for approval of 
the translation. 

“ Under the Constitution Irish is stated 
to be the national language, and holds 
equal rights with English as the official 
language. It is clear, however, that Irish 
is not being given these rights when a case 
submitted in the national language is 
translated in a manner with which the 
person who prepared the case might not 
be satisfied at all.” 


THE CASE 


He announced that the High Court de- 
cision on the case stated by him concerned 
the Road Transport Act, 1933, in which 
the defendant was Michael McGinley, of 
Glen, Kilmacrenan, and said that the 
position was that the man had been prose- 
cuted in another district for carrying 
stones which were County Council property 
and not for sale. The Justice had con- 
victed, but the Circuit Court Judge, on 
appeal, had reversed that decision, hold- 
ing that stones were not merchandise as 
they were not for sale.

c}= of the heaviest actions of the 

civil war, and one that may 
play a great part in deciding the fate 
of Madrid, is now being fought, says 
Reuter, about sixty-five miles north- 
east of the capital. 

Yesterday the reinforced insurgent 
troops followed up the offensive they 
launched on Monday, and in which 
they claim to have advanced 74 miles 
over a wide front. 

Government communiqués, adds Reuter, 
admit that the Republican forces were 
obliged to retreat on Monday, but claimed 
yesterday that they are “resisting 
valiantly.” 

The importance of the offensive for the 
insurgents lies in that it tends to reduce 
still further the area east of Madrid, 
through which the capital’s communica- 
tions pass. 


DESPERATE FIGHTING 


Desperate fighting was in progress yester- 
day in the north of Guadalajara Province, 
about ten miles south-east of Siguenza. 
The reinforced insurgent troops launched 
the sixth of their attacks since their offen- 
sive began on Monday, 

Latest reports say that the battle is 

continuing and that the insurgent losses 
have been heavy. 
_ In the Government’s noon communiqué 
it was stated that their forces had been 
attacked by an enemy superior in number 
For technical reasons the Government 
troops had been obliged to retire on a 
front between Cogollor and Yela, ‘‘ where 
the insurgents continue their advance.’ 
These two villages are just south of the 
main north-east road in the region of five 
other villages, to which insurgent head- 
quarters at Salamanca claim their troops 
advanced yesterday. The region is about 
thirty-five miles from Guadalajara. 

It is now stated that the Government 
forces have entrenched themselves and are 
resisting. 


TANKS IN ACTION 


Tanks of all sizes are being continually 
employéd in tHe series of insurgent 
attacks. Against them the Government 
forces are putting up steady machine-gun 
and anti-tank gunfire. The famous 
“dynamitards” of the People’s Army 
,also have been busy. They risk their lives 
in throwing ignited charges under the 
caterpillar wheels of the advancing tanks. 

A large number of Italians are believed 
to have taken. part. in the new offensive, 
and it is declared that several have been 
taken prisoners. 

General Miaja, supreme commander of 
the defence forces, claimed yesterday that 
three Italian prisoners had said they dis- 
embarked at Cadiz on February 22, and 
“belonged to an Italian army.” (The ban 
on volunteers for Spain came into force 
on February 21.)

HE Spanish arms ship, Mar 

Cantabrico, believed to have 

sunk in the Bay of Biscay yesterday, 

had assumed the name of the British 

ship Adda and was flying the British 

flag, according to an official state- 
ment issued here to-day. 

This statement is borne out by á 
survivor of the Mar Cantabrico, a 
member of the crew, who said to- 
day : ‘‘ As we approached Spain, for 
the sake of prudence we marked the 
boat Adda, of Newcastle, because her 
tonnage is similar to ours.”’ 

The. Mar Cantabrico was bombarded 
by the insurgent cruiser Canarias, and, 
so far as is known, took with her to the 
bottom a £550,000 cargo of aeroplanes and 
spare parts. 


ARMS BAN ELUDED 


She had sped out of New York Harbour 
on January 6th, eluding the American ban 
on arms for Spain by an hour or two, 
while a following coastguard cutter was 
powerless to stop her. It is known that she 
then made for Vera Cruz, the Caribbean 
port of Mexico, but the date of her de- 
parture thence for Spain was kept secret. 

According to the story of the survivor, 
she arrived only yesterday in the Bay of 
Biscay, so that the insurgent cruiser 
Canarias made contact with her very 
speedily. 

The statement issued to-day by the 
French maritime authorities. here says 
that the vessel was at no time on fire;

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In a leading article The Times observes 
to-day :—Although the past year was the 
most favourable that the railways have 
known since 1929, the chairmen who have 
just been addressing their respective stock- 

olders have been careful to introduce into 
their speeches a more than usually strong 
element of caution. Indeed, a survey of 
the meetings held during the past fortnight 
leaves the impression that, for all the 
progress made since 1932—when the rail- 
ways touched the depth of depression— 
their financial position is still a little 
precarious. Railway receipts from all 
sources are increasing, but so, too, is 
expenditure, and the future depends upon 
which of the two rises the faster. Although 
in each case the results achieved in the 
past year’s working were better, in none 
were they spectacular, 

_ What prospect have the railways of 
improving upon their present position, 
adds The Times. The answer to this 
question depends upon whether they can 
secure sufficient additional revenue to off- 
set the extra expenditure which they are 
likely to have to-incur. As Sir Robert 
Horne pointed out at ‘he Great 
Western meeting, the companies will 
have to meet the full year’s cost of 
the wage restorations which entered 
into force last August, but even this has 
not earned them a respite from labour 
demands, for the Associated Society of 
Locomotive Engineers and Firemen, com- 
prising some of the highest grades of rail- 
way labour, have rejected the award of the 
Wage Tribunal and submitted an inde- 
pendent claim which ’s not the subject of 
negotiation. Unlike manufacturers, the 
railways are precluded from sharing with 
the consumer the burden of higher ex- 
penses, and they have had to contend both 
with industrial depression and with the 
competition from the roads while shoulder- 
ing a burden of wage costs 130 per cent.

CREDIT BALANCES 


The increases in the last column would, 
if they stood, as compared with last year, 
mean an increase of ls, 7d. in the rates, 
but sundry credit balances in the justified 
accounts may vary the amounts by a con- 
siderable sum.

and augmented personnel. Salaries have 
cone up from £9,850 to £11,636, and there 
is less than a £400 increase in the estimate 
for next year. The Municipal Gallery 
cost the citizens £2,291 this year, and 
chiefly on account, of repairs and main- 
tenance the estimated cost for 1937-8 is 
£2,795, It is not shown whether Curators’ 
somewhat inadequate remuneration has 
varied, but there is a small decrease on 
the combined account at £351,960 as com- 
pared with £32,302. 


RELIEF OF RATES
